At the core of this event is its unique prayer ceremony, in which 
representatives from various world faiths and spiritual traditions lead participants in 
prayers for peace. Since 2008, the SOPP has been a worldwide event, with ceremonies 
and prayer gatherings held annually in locations around the world. In 2013, an SOPP 
ceremony was held at the United Nations in New York, and in 2015, the SOPP was the 
venue for the inauguration of the Fuji Declaration.
